cellar door, but • bullet from her son's 
revolver struck her in the back and 
penetrated her left lung. The sister, 
Mrs. Kildey, fled from the house by the) 
front door and her brother pursued and 
shot her. The bullet glanced on the 
shoulder blade and this saved the young 
woman's life. 


The revolver now empty, the would* 


be murderer ran up the street to an 
alderman's office, two blocks distant, 
and entering, locked the door against a 
large crowd which followed. The po- 
lice were notified and Rodgers was 
locked up. 


The prisoner said the attack was the

In the oam ot th* Illinois Central 


BaUroad vs. tb* Oity of Deoatar, 111., th* 
Court affirms tbe doctrine laid down by 
the Supreme Court of Illinois, that tbe 
[rant to tbe railroad company of exemp- 
lon from all taxation in consideration ot 
Ue payment into the state treasury of a 
onrtaia percentage of its gross revenue 
does not exempt it from the payment of 
special taxes or special assessments for 
the paving of a street on which the com- 
imy's property abutted.

lays there is a broad and clear tin* ot 
distinction between general tales laid 
lot tbe support ot the government and 
special taxes imposed upon rtope'tf 
within s limited area tor tbe payment of 


local improvement supposed to en- 


hance the value of all property within 
that area. 


Founded on tbl > distinction it says is a 


rale ot general aooeotano* tbat an ex< 
•mption from taxation is to be taken as 
an exemption simply tram tbe burden ot 
ordinary taxes and does not rt-lisvs from 
the obligation to pay epeoial assessments. 
The court admits that it bu been held 
to be competent for a legislature to en- 
tirely exempt corpora* ion* from payment 
ot tales ot any aort, but says tbat it was 
not eo intended in the present cat* M 
obvious from the faot that tbe taxes to 
be paid by the railroad company out of 
its gross revenue are to be paid into th* 
state treasury, out ot which money is sel- 
dom, if evsr, appropriated tot merely 
local improvements.
